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Commander of Lehigh Charges 


FREETOWN, Sierre Leone, Oct. 
23.—(4#)—-The commander of the 
torpedoed American freighter Le- 


high said tonight that the ship 
was attacked without warning 
and that the submarine which 
sank her disappeared immediate- 
ly, offering no help for the crew. 

The captain, Vincent Arkins, 
said on arrival at this’ British 
West African port that nothing 
was seen of the attacking subma- 
rine either before or after the 
vessel was hit at 8:55 o’clock Sun- 
day morning. He gave this ac- 
count of the sinking: 

The main topmast came down 
with the explosion, carrying the 
wireless antenna with it. One 
hold filled with water immediate- 
ly and the vessel settled rapidly. 

“S. 0.8.” Transmitted. 

The radio operator sent out an 
S. O. S., using a shortwave an- 
tenna, but believed the call did 
not get out. 

All four lifeboats were manned 
and launched at 9:45 o’clock. The 
boats pulled away from the ship 
and at 10:19 o’clock the Lehigh 
sank. 

The lifeboats then started for 
Freetown. Numbers 3 and 4 boats

were much faster than Nos. 1 and 


won77 
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2 and got far ahead. They were 
picked up at 2 o’clock Tuesday 
morning by a British destroyer 
and landed at Bathurst, Gambia. 

Boats 1 and 2 were picked up 
by two British motor launches at 
11 a. m. and noon on Tuesday and 
arrived at Freetown. 

One ordinary seaman lost four 
toes when a beam from No, 5 
hatch landed on his foot. Junior 
Assistant Engineer Joseph Brady, 
who was on watch, was injured 
when floor plates parted from the 
explosion and dropped him into 
tank tops. 

Entire Crew Accounted For. 


Both men are accounted for. 

All persons on board—the ship’s 
crew of 39, one workawav and 
four Spanish siowaways—a total 
of 44, are now accounted for. 
The vessel had two large Amer- 
ican flags on each side, and the 
name Lehigh. She was sailing 
from Bilbao, Spain, to Takoradi, 
on the Gold Coast, to load man- 
ganese for the United States. She 
was carrying about 30 tons of 
cargo from Spain for New York. 

The torpedo struck her on the 
starboard side of No. 5 hatch. The 
position was eight degrees 26 
minutes north and 14 degrees 37 
minutes west—about 75 miles west 
of Freetown. 


TORPEDO PROBABLY KILLED 
19 ON BOLD VENTURE 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland, Oct. 22. 
(Delayed)—(#)—The 17 known 
survivors of the American-owned 
merchantman Bold Venture re- 
ported today that their 19 missing 
shipmates probably were killed 
when a submarine torpedo sank 
their ship last Thursday. 

The survivors said they owed 
their lives to a Canadian corvette, 
which maneuvered alongside their 
battered and foundering lifeboats 
and picked them up from a cold, 
wind-lashed sea two hours after 
the Bold Venture sank. 

The Bold Venture, a former 
Danish ship flying the flag of 
Panama, went down within 10 
minutes after being hit, they said. 

“There was no real fire. We 
couldn’t see anything, just an ex- 
plosion,” the chief engineer said. 


Oil on Water. 
Two boats were lowered quick- 


ily and 16 men leaped into them 


and rowed away from the rapidly 
settling ship. 

Donald McLeod, a British sub- 
ject from Boston, leaped over the 
rail and swam about 50 yards to 
one of the boats. 

“Any of you guys got a car?” he 
inquired as he was pulled aboard. 

As the others looked at him 
strangely, he explained, “If. you 
have, I’ve got enough oil on me 
to keep her running for a year.”

In the telegram Joe Gaither, 
Georgia \CIO organizer, charged

Rear Admiral Emory S. Land, chairman of 
the United States Maritime Commission, has 
announced that American shipbuilders are now 
producing ships at the same rate, ton for ton, 
as Allied shipping is being sunk in this war. 

Which, of course, is good in that it indicates 
the foes of Hitlerism are at least holding their 
own in the long-drawn battle of the oceans. 
But it is not good enough. Not until new ton- 
nage floated at least doubles the amount sunk 
will the Nazi U-boats and surface raiders be 
doomed. 

There are two methods by which this 
desired condition can be achieved. One is 
by accelerated new ship construction, even 
above the present rate of six million tons per 
‘year. The other is by reduction of the rate 
of loss. | 

The latter way is by far the best. For, the 
more ships you place in service, the more there 
are for U-Boats to sink. And sinking ships, even 
though they are replaced, is a costly and 
never-ending process. 

The sinking of two American-owned vessels, 
reported this week, and the torpedo attack on 
the United States Destroyer Kearny should 
serve to awaken the people of the United States 
to the task which simply has to be done. That 
task is the clearing, by our own fleet in con- 
junction with the British navy, of the waters 
of all enemy vessels. It can be done, by deter- 
mined and unhesitating use of every resource 
we have. 

Senator George describes such action as 
“limited war,” but does not disapprove it. It is, 
undoubtedly, war, even though limited to naval 
warfare, but no one need ever say this nation 
was responsible. The state of war in which we 
shall shortly find ourselves, though limited, 
will be forced upon us by the desperate Nazi 
policies. When an enemy sinks your ships, 
attacks your naval units, there can be no 
question that some sort of a State of war exists. 

What this country, its people generally, need 
to do is to recognize this state of war that 
Germany has forced upon us, and act accord- 
ingly. If we do, the day will come, sooner than 
‘many of us expect, when enemy sinkings will 
so far shrink that increasing ship tonnage will 
create that literal bridge of ships over the 
Atlantic which we must have to transport the 
materials of victory we are creating for fighting 
Britain.

The spry old battler—at 95—proved the 
spirit of adventure, the will to dare, is alive 
in the human breast no matter how old a 
person is, and that old age is, after all, pretty 
much a sense of values rather than a sense 
of years. 

Ordinarily, the spirit shown by the grizzled 
general is ascribed to youth. That is the time 
for blazing new trails, for trying something 
new, for striking out eagerly into the sea of 
new sensation, new experience. For it must 
be remembered this was the general’s first 
plane ride, his initial venture in the realm of 
the sky. And the way he did it! That, too, 
was something special, something worthy of 
comment. When he entered the ship, he gave 
a lusty rebel yell. And when the ship glided 
to a smooth and sure landing at the Dallas 
airport, the old veteran gave another rebel 
yell.

Italian Fears 

There have been two reports out of Italy, 
within the past week, both based largely on 
surmise but both containing food for much 
thought. Both attempt to explain Italian 
reluctance to send large bodies of troops to 
aid the hard-pressed Germans in their fight 
with Russia. 

One report stated the Italian government 
fears a British attempt to invade their land. 
Italian troops are reported barracked along 
the long Italian coastline, with machine gun 
nests, artillery emplacements and barbed-wire 
entanglements being constructed at feverish 
pace. 

The other report likewise has Italy prepar- 
ing to repel a possible invader, but names 
that potential foe as the present ally, Ger- 
many. This report tells of hurried construc- 
tion of defenses at the Brenner pass, the gate- 
way from Germany into northern Italy. — 

If either report is proven by time to have 
been based on something more than nervous 
fear it would not be particularly surprising. 
In any event, the world will see inevitable 
justice in the unhappy fate of the Italians 
afraid both of formal foe and supposed friend. 
There is a touch of poetic justice in the 
thought of the spoilator of Ethiopia, the stab- 
ber-in-the-back of hapless France, thus un- 
dergoing a severe case of national jitters with 
foes and potential foes.on every side. 

It must not be forgotten, meanwhile, that 
Italian forces of occupation in Greece and 
Yugoslavia are hard pressed to keep under 
control the rebellious peoples of those en- 
Slaved countries. 

The British have gathered a mighty force 
in Egypt and the Near East. The British 
fleet in the Mediterranean has control of that 
inland ocean pretty well completed. It would 
not be surprising, if the desired British in- 
vasion of the continent came, it took place on 
Italian soil. 

And if Germany launches attack in force 
against her “me, too” ally, it would but be in 
line with the dishonored Nazi policy of scorn- 
ing treaties when best it suits their purpose. 
It would be little more surprising: to see the 
wild man of Berlin turn and rend Italy than 
it was to witness the unprovoked assault upon 
Russia.

Press Agents’ Heaven 

According to George Creel, in an article 
appearing in the current issue of Collier’s 
Weekly, there are so many government press 
agents already at work they outumber the 
nation’s readers. “And,” he continues, “each 
new agency adds to the locust swarm.” 

Statistical support for his accusations is 
provided by Mr. Creel when he asserts that 
the public relations branch of the Office of 
Emergency Management alone numbers 249 
persons, while the Office of. Government 
Reports has a working force of 527. And so on. 

He cites millions upon millions of the 
taxpayers’ money expended for this publicity 
service and compares with 1917. In that year, 
he said, the Committee on Public Informa- 
tion, of which he was the chief, cost $76,000 
for two years of service covering every war- 
making branch of the government. 

There is, undoubtedly, much truth in Mr. 
Creel’s charge of excessive employment of 
publicity workers. At the same time it must 
be remembered that only through the dis- 
semination of factual information can the 
people be informed and only upon full informa- 
tion regarding the international situation, the 
defense efforts and conditions within the 
nation, can national unity be achieved. 

An informed nation is an alert and a 
strong nation. So long as their time is not 
taken up with useless tasks of publicity 
boondoggling, the men and women who seek 
to keep the nation informed are performing 
no small nor unimportant service.

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox points out 
that twice the United States has learned from 
“bitter experience” that no matter how great its 
reluctance to participate, the world has grown so 
small that we cannot escape the consequences of 
a general war. 3 

Consequently, he foresees that the United 
States and Great Britain, after peace has been 
made, will have to join hands for “at least one 
hundred years” to impose the peace and establish 
a “world ruled by laws and not by men.” 

Certainly, the people of the United States 
might as well understand that they havea price 
to pay for world peace. No peace will be perma- 
nent if the way is left open for other aggressions, 
or if ascendant nations adopt pacifism and permit 
disgruntled and aggressive peoples to attack them 
again when they are unprepared. 

Mr. Knox feels that the people of this country 
should have some “grander, nobler concept” than 
that of military victory. The goal that he holds 
before them is world peace, with malcontents held 
in check by the power of peace-loving nations, 
like the United States and Great Britain. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 
By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
TENSION LESSENS WASHINGTON, Oct. 23.—The deep 


pessimism that hung over Washington 
at the height of the German drive on Moscow last week has now 
abated somewhat. 

There is a feeling in American and British official circles that 
Moscow will be able to hold out until winter intervenes. But, 
even if it is not, there is greater conviction now that the Russians 
will carry on the fight regardless of the territory that may be 
overrun, 

A week ago grave concern was felt not only for the Russian 
capital, but for the Soviet army itself. It looked as though Hitler’s 
panzer divisions, after unimpressive progress during the past two 
months, were finally catching their stride. Moscow was evacuated 
as the seat of government, and the danger seemed to exist of the 
defending army breaking up—disintegrating, as the French and 
Poles had done under similar attacks. 

Hitler, since October 2, was known

to be concentrating all of his forces 


in a supremé drive to take the Soviet capital and wind up the 
Russian campaign before winter threatened a halt in his opera- 
tions. He was so confident of success that he proclaimed his pur- 
pose in advance, promising the German people a speedy victory. 

But the Russian:, while yielding ground consistently, have fought 
obstinately. Within the past week they, temporarily at least, stopped 
the main drive on Moscow, and were even counterattacking. There 
was little to indicate that the defending morale had been shattered. 

This happy turn in events, plus the assurance brought back to 
Washington by W. Averell Harriman, head of the American mis- 


sion to Moscow, has been enough to dispel much of the earlier’ 


pessimism which seized government officials. No effort is made 
to minimize the seriousness of the situation yet, but an easier atmos- 
phere is beginning to be felt. 


HARRIMAN’S CONFIDENCE Mr. Harriman, who thus far 

has proved to be an exceed- 
ingly reliable observer of war conditions, told the President on 
Tuesday that he and other members of the Moscow mission were 
entirely convinced the Russian government, as. well as the Russian 
people, “have every determination to fight on, no matter what terri- 
tory may be overrun by the invader.” American Army officers 
who traveled with him to Russia were much impressed by what 
they saw, he said. 

Evidence that the Russians themselves still have confidence in 
the situation is found in a current article in the Moscow newspaper 
Pravda, which discusses the main question now of whether the 
Germans have enough tanks to continue the drive on the capital, 
or whether they can be stopped. 

“Moscow is still in great danger,” said Pravda, “but there are 
huge reservoirs of man power and materials in Moscow and out- 
side of it. More and more are coming to fortify it. ... Each tank 
and each plane destroyed brings nearer the day we pass from the 
defensive to the offensive.” | 

The same determination is reflected in another statement made 
by Ivan Maisky, Soviet ambassador to London, who said recently: 
“Should Moscow fall, we will fight on, supplied by factories and 
growing industries hidden in the Urals. For years we planned 
dispersal of industries vital to war.” 


B).OW, BUT NOT FATAL Nerve center of the U.S. S. R. and 

the symbol of Soviet unity, the loss 
or encirclement of Moscow would be a bitter blow to the Russians, 
but it would by no means be the end if the Red army remains 
intact. As a matter of fact, the strategy of the Soviet military com- 
mand has always made provision for a second phase of the war 
which calls for a retreat behind the Volga, Russia’s Mississippi river 
and, if necessary, into the valleys of the Ural mountains. Recent 
events may foreshadow the beginning of that phase. 

Loss or destruction of the important industrial areas around 
Moscow could be compensated for by the flow of war supplies and 
equipment from the United States and Britain, once an eastern front 
is stabilized to a point where there seems no danger of the ma- 
terials falling into German hands through an utter Soviet collapse. 
The program would involve heavy responsibilities and far-flung 
supply lines, but our officials are confident it can be done. ‘That 
was the purpose behind the Harriman Moscow mission. 


SMASHING LENINGRAD Whether the Nazis succeed in tak- 

| ing Moscow or not, the fact they 
have advanced to within 50 or 60 miles of the city suggests a gloom- 
ler side of the picture. The city might suffer the same fate as that 
hinted at Leningrad. A British news agency dispatch from Sweden 
has just quoted a Russian admiral as saying the Germans were

systematically bombing Leningrad into oblivion, with more than 


two-thirds of its buildings already gone. 


Bombers were said to be

Life in Norway 
Under Nazi Rule. 

A Norwegian physician, for- 
merly a resident of Oslo, managed 
to leave his native country last 
March. A letter written since he 
reached a country out of the range 
of the Nazi arm, tells a lot about 
living conditions in Oslo, as they 
were when he left seven months 
ago. Undoubtedly they are worse 
today than they were then. 


Anyway, this first-hand infor- 
mation should be revelatory to 
those appeasement-minded and 
deluded ones who imagine living 
under German domination could 
be reasonably comfortable. 

Writes the Oslo doctor: 


“T will try to present the picture 
of a man living in a suburb of 
Oslo. 

“He wakes in the morning, and 
his first task is to raise the black- 


out blind, or pull off the black- 


out paper which after much use’! 


has become tattered, patched and 
shabby. Now he may look out. 
Then he goes to the bathroom to 
wash. The soap is the first re- 
markable change. For one thing, 
there is very little of it, and nv 
longer does it contain 80 per cent 
fat, but only 20 per cent.. The 
Nazis} have taken over the huge 
Lilleborg soap factories and have 
long ago seized the fat for explo- 
sives. The shaving-soap is equally 
poor. His wife complains that sat- 
isfactory laundry is impossible, 
because the soap no longer makes 
suds or cleanses. Well, all right, 
one has to do with a little less 
washing, and that is that. 

“Our man.is now ready to dress. 
His suit is perhaps not very good. 
He needs a new one. The only 
trouble is that the rationing of 
clothes will allow nothing but a 
handkerchief until the end of 
March, 1942, if his last suit was 
bought in December, 1940. This is 
not because material is lacking in 
Norway—the shops were filled 
until recently—but it is ; because 
the Germans have forced the Quis- 
lings to ration clothes so they 
themselves may empty the shops 
through the back door. 


Wooden Soles, 
Of Necessity. 


“Our man may need new soles 
for his shoes. But first he will 
have to get permission from the 
local board of restrictions. A cer- 
tificate must then be presented to 
the shoemaker. Most applications 


are turned down, because of the 
shortage of leather. Rubber soles | 
are nonexistent. When I left, the: 
women had begun to wear wood- 
en-soled shoes, not because of 
fashion, but because of bitter ne- 
cessity. Speaking of clothes, I also 
want to mention mending mate- 
rials. Each person is rationed 50 
ore worth (12 cents) of mending 
stuff per month. This includes 
sewing needles, thread and darn- 
ing wool. It is not possible for a 
housewife to keep the family’s 
clothes in order on this ration. 
“All the rooms in the house are 
cold. In the cellar there is noth- 
ing but wood to stoke the furnace

in the suburbs of Oslo—used to|

have open fireplaces, but now 
some sort of stove is taking their 
place. One is allowed to heat only 
one or two rooms in the apart- 
ment to 65 degrees: All the other 
rooms must remain below 45 de- 
grees. To obtain wood is most 
difficult. The transportation prob- 
lem may become Norway’s prob- 
lem number one. It has been tried 
to float firewood to Oslo, but the 
wet lumber, pulled from the water, 
and sawed and split, burns very 
badly. 

Automobiles 

Nearly All Gone. 


“When our man is ready to 
leave for work, he takes a street 
car, since automobiles are prac- 
tically non-existent in Oslo. Each 


police station has one car at its| 


disposal for urgenf calls. And the 
emergency service of the Munici- 
pal hospital has four cars at its 
disposal to be used by the city’s 
physicians for urgent calls. 


“As for the bicycles, they be- 
come very expensive—a used one 
has a price of 200-300 kroner. Be- 
ing a physician, I got license to 
buy a bicycle and I solemnly sign- 
ed a contract with time limit for 
delivery one month and a half, 
provided buna rubber (German 
synthetic rubber) should be avail- 
able within that time. 


‘“‘Buses, which are completely 
overcrowded, are very scarce. The 
problem of transportation from the 
home to the office was on the 
whole a most difficult one to solve. 

“When our man has finished his 
work for the day, he would per- 
haps like to go to a movie. 


since February the movie strike. 


has been going on in Oslo, so he 
will not go there. People refuse 
to see the German propaganda 
films. What happened in Tronde- 
lagen is rather typical: When a 
propaganda film showed the Ger- 
mans distributing food to the Nor- 
wegians in Namdalen, an old na- 
tive exclaimed: ‘I believe they are 
running the film the wrong way 
this time.’ Or, as one of our brave 
sportswomen asked, when a Ger- 
man propaganda film 
showed Hitler: 
lights were immediately turned on 
and the girl arrested.

ing to some first-rate stinker whose 
great-great-grandfather came to this country from a debtors’ 
jail, or maybe as an unbathed lout, scratching himself in publie 
and looking for work, and the stinker is cursing the damned foreign- 
ers who come to this country.

I wondered about them. I thought about Sidney Larriviere, of 
Lafayette, La. I’ve been to his country. I’ve eaten the delectable 
“dirty rice,’ which is rice and giblets; the crawfish bisque, the 
shrimp and oyster pie of his section.

THE WAR ITSELF Georgia’s official spirit is bad for the na- 

tion. As announced, it is a spirit of hate 
and intolerance. Its announcement was based on false issues and 
falsehoods. 

Behind that spirit, as evident as if it were announced, is the 
spirit of the Klan in the ’20s when it was a going concern. 

The names of those who died on the Kearny ought to be a so- 
bering lesson to all of those not too blind to see the facts. 

Our nation is a melting pot, yet it never melts away all human 
nature, There are differences of opinion and differences of belief, 
Yet, we manage to attain, in times of stress, a unity which is ag 
great as any ever attained by a small country in Europe. 

There are those who seek to hold it back. The same spirit 
helped destroy France because France was not large enough to 
absorb the organizations of hate, the leaders who sponsored intol- 
erance and bitterness. 

The spirit of the young men and women in our state University 
System is heartening.

When this century was very young, and' good roads and autoe- 
mobiles were almost unknown, the ultimate in sophisticated world- 
liness was the flashy drummer who swung aboard the last car as the 
train pulled away from a town in the hinterland.

And he seemed especially 
awesome if he registered from New York. 


America consisted of New York and a back country that hated 
Wall Street. Everybody west of Rochester was a rube. 

Good roads, automobiles, radios, movies and other factors have 
changed all of that. The people of New York and the natives of 
Pumpkins Center now read the same magazines and comics, listen 
to the same radio programs, see the same movies and wear the same 
kind of clothes. The average inlander is probably better informed 
than the typical English-speaking New Yorker—except concerning 
New York itself. 

But still Rockefeller Center, advertising for new tenants, can say 
with truth: “A New York address gives you prestige.” Still New 
York has an aura of romance mingled with the garlic. Still New 
York taste selects our books, and most of our big news stories come 
out of New York—and Washington. 


A few days ago a New York columnist modestly wondered why 
all the good commentators work in one of these two cities. He had 
read inland dailies and found them uniformly dull—except for their 
columns from the eastern seaboard. He intimated that residence in 
New York or Washington gives scribes a peculiar advantage and 
adds to the value of their work. 

This is undeniably true so long as they confine themselves to 
reporting, for they are close to the big shots who make news. But 
when they attempt to express opinions of value to the nation, their 


location is no longer an asset and may be a handicap. 


One of the best known and most respected Washington corre- 
spondents recently changed his stand on a basic national policy and 
publicly confessed that he had been wrong. -His location had not 
kept him from misleading his readers for the last two years. 

Few will contend that Walter Winchell, of New York. under- 
stands America and America’s problems better than William Allen 
White, out in Kansas. As a matter of fact, most of the inland dailies 
have editors who are as well educated, as well informed and as 
gifted with understanding as any “trained seal” on tidewater, 
Shrewd publicity and a New York or Washington date line might 
give their output glamour and prestige, but its quality is a result of 
brains—not of location.

Diet Experts 
Cut Costs But 
Keep Calories 


Hospitals Have To Keep 
Expenses Down as Food 
Prices Soar. 


Uncle Sam’s defense program 
has caused Atlanta hospital diet 
kitchen directors to don their 
thinking cap. 

With food prices rising as much 


as 25 per cent, these food experts, 
skilled in the art of weighing 
calories and vitamins, are cutting 
the corners in an effort to meet 
the - budget without cutting food 
values, it was revealed in a sur- 
vey of hospitals yesterday. 

Grady Hospital, with an allot- 


ment of $130,000 for the year 1941, 
has all but exhausted its supply 
of funds which were granted for 
the preparation of 3,300 meals 
daily. 

J. W. Wilhite, steward at Grady 
hospital, said ‘‘the Army is sop- 
ping up all the meat, butter and 
eggs available. And we are hav- 
ing to plan meatless as well as 
eggless meals for the patients and 
the personnel.” 

Food Value Maintained. 

Even though eggs and meats are 
being sacrificed, food value has 
not been cut. Patients at Grady 
and at private hospitals are get- 
ting as much to eat, and they are 
getting the same amount of vita- 
min content. 

This is where the art of dietetics 
comes into the picture. These 
skilled menu planners, aided by a 


corps of student nurses, each day | 


must study each patient's case and 
plan a, meal which will give him 
strength and aid in his . eedy re- 
covery. But, at the same time, 
they must deal with the increase 
in prices and select meats and 
vegetables which are not so hard 
hit by the food price increase. 

If a food needs an abundant 
supply of butter to prepare, these 
dietitians are substituting a mar- 
garine which contains approxi- 
mately the same fattening quali- 
ties as churned butter, but which 
is lower in price. 

One-Egg Breakfast. 

At Grady patients and person- 
nel find one egg instead of two 
on their breakfast plate. Foods 
which require milk to prepare are 
being eliminated, as milk prices 
have gone up, it was said.

Walton County 
Farm Families 
Process Food 


Several Canning Plants 
Afford Opportunity 
To Save Produce. 


By JULIA HARRIS, 
Constitution Correspondent. 

MONROE, Ga., Oct. 23.—Few 
Walton county farm families. will 
suffer this winter for lack of hav- 
ing canned a sufficient supply of 
foodstuff, and only a small num- 
ber failed to take advantage of the 
opportunity afforded by the can- 
ning plants throughout the county. 

It is estimated that 81,000 pints 
of fruits, meats and vegetables, in- 
cluding 15 different varieties, were 
processed during the canning sea- 
son at the different plants. Most 
of the pork and beef will be 
canned later in the fall. 

Much of the canning was done 
for the school lunchrooms, which 
are almost self-sustaining with the 
surplus foods from the Commod- 
ity warehouse. 

There are six canning plants in 
the county, three of which were 
only put into operation this year. 
They are co-operative enterprises, 
operated under the supervision of 
the vocational teachers and used 
by anyone with foodstuff to can. 

The three new plants, which 
were erected through the deter- 
mination, resourcefulness and hard 
work of each community, with 
only $100 contributed by the 
county board of commissioners, 
are located at Gratis, Between and 
Walnutgrove. Other plants are 
located at Good Hope, Loganville 
and Jersey. 

Upkeep, expenses and new 
equipment for the plants are de- 
rived from ‘a nominal charge of

LONDON, Oct. 23.—(#)—Par- 
liamentary spokesmen for British 
labor voiced today in fervent and 
caustic debate their demands for 


military action to aid Russia— 
somewhere or anywhere—and de- 
manded that Prime Minister Win- 
ston Churchill get rid of certain 
ministers lest they “drag him 
down with them.” 

In many respects, it was the 
most revealing discussion since the 
start of the war, although the 
prime minister himself did not, 
apparently, consider the labor as- 
sault of major importance. He 
was not present in the house of 
commons* today, and it was indi- 
cated that he would take his time 
about answering the criticism. 

(British parliamentary ses- 
sions are surrounded by con- 
siderabe secrecy for reasons of 
security, but it appeared prob- 
able that Churchill would not 
speak until next week.) 

Eden, Beaverbrook Answer. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
in commons and Lord Beaver- 
brook, the supply minister, in the 
house of lords, gave the govern- 
ment’s answer today to the sud- 
den outpouring of rebuke from 
the labor benches. 

Industries “Leap-Frogged.” 

Eden said, in effect, that if the 
members knew what the govern- 
ment was planning they would 
not be so querulous; Beaverbrook 
bluntly compared Russia’. pres- 
ent situation with that of Britain 
after Dunkirk and declared Brit- 
ain and the United States had

considerably since the Hitler 
hordes swept into his country. 
Stalin works very hard, does not 
retire to bed until around 4 o’clock 
in the morning and is usually 
awake for two hours after that, 
pondering plans for fighting the 
war. Stalin stays in bed until 
noon. 

Any ruthlessness in the charac- 
ter of the Soviet premier was 
suppressed during the visit of the 
Anglo-American mission. He 
showed a fine sense of humor in 
laughing at some of the jokes 
(British jokes, at that) tossed to 
and fro during the intervals of 
serious discussion. In fact, one of 
the Britishers present described 
Stalin as “a gay old dog.” 

Stalin Learns English. 

Stalin proved to be shorter than 
Beaverbrook—who is quite short. 
He speaks quietly and several 
members of the mission had diffi- 
culty in hearing him during the 
meetings. Of course spoke in Rus- 
sian. But recently, as a gesture of 
friendship toward his new allies, 
Stalin has been learning the Eng- 
lish language. He wrote a mes- 
sage in English to W. Averell Har- 
riman, Beaverbrook and _ other 
members of the group—“it was, of 
course, a bit weird, but a wonder- 
ful effort,” says my informant.
